“The meeting was harmonious and 
it is hoped much good may result.” 

Almost to the hour of the meeting, 
the majority of the guests were with- 
out information as to the subject to 
be taken up. After an informal meet- 
ing at a local hotel, Judge Elbert 
H. Gary, chairman of the board of 
the United States’ Steel corporation, 
went to the white house and was 
closeted with President Harding. It 
was gssumed he had gone as a com- 
mittee of one to obtain. information 
as to the “agenda,” but on leaving 
the white house, he would make no 
comment on the conversation which 
had taken place. 

George B. Christian, secretary to 
the president, issued the following 
statement from the white house on 
the dinner: 

“The president had dining with him 
a. company of nearly fifty represent- 
atives of the iron and steel industry, 
and Secretaries Mellon, Hoover and 
Davis. No announcement of the pur- 
pose of the dinner was given to the 
guests in advance. 

“After dining the president stated 
that he wished to know better the 
men comprising his company of guests 
and to very informally discuss with 
them the complete abolition of the 
twelve-leur working day in the steel 
industry. He explained frankly that 
there was no intention of government 
interference in private business, but 
that we are about to witness a great 
industrial revival and the one hope 
of abolishing the excessively long 
work-day was to do it before the full 
swing is resumed.” 

“The president explained he had 
discussed the matter with individual 
heads and found much favorable senti- 
ment, but there is a conviction that 
the abolition is impracticable without 
substantially unanimous action by all 
the employing forces in the iron and 
steel industries. Hence the dinner 
and the attending opportunity to dis- 
cuss the proposal amid free and frank 
nestjon of such im-, 
port to industrial’ America.”

MANY PATIENTS Dit 
IN HOSPITAL BLAZE 


* 


Rome, May 18.— (By the Associated 
Press.) — A disastrous fire swept the 
historic hospital of Santo Spirito, one 
of the most ancient and pieturesque 
charitable institutions in Rome, early 
today. Collapse of the pavement iso- 
lated the chronic ward. Sixteen bod- 
ies had been extracted from the burn- 
ing ruins at 7:30 a. m. 

he institution accommodates near- 
ly 5,000 inmates and includes a hos- 
pital, lunatic asylum, foundling home 
and a refuge for aged and infirm per- 
sons. 

The fire broke out sbortly before 
midnight in the laundry. At first it 
seemed insignificant, but it spread 
quickly to the neighboring wards, each 
containing 30 chronic sufferers or in- 
firm patients, who were seized with 
panic. The shrieks of the sufferers, 
mingled with the crackling of the 
flames, while the atmosphere rapidly 
became dense with smoke. 

Nurses and doctors quickly cleared 
the bed-ridden from one ward, and in 
the next ward three of the patients 
crawled out. Neighboring firemen 
rushed to the scene, but at the mo- 
ment of their arrival the electric lights 
were extinguished, adding to the hor- 
ror of the situation. 

As the immense wooden beams of 
the hospital fell, there was a heavy, 

rinding noise and the pavement col- 
apsed, burying 20 of the chronic pa- 
tients and rendering access to the 
wards impossible. 

Carbineers, royal guards, nurses and 
doctors made heroic efforts to save the 
patients, rushing through the smoke 
and fire, and bringing out 12, all of 
whom, however, were dead from suf- 
focation.

FIXING ARMY STRENGTH 


AT 140,000 MAXIMUM 


Washignton, May 18.—The senate 
subcommittee on military appropria- 
tions resumed today its consideration 
of its annual war department supply 
bill with the hope of an early com- 
pletion of details of the agreement, 
reached last night, to fix the maxi- 
mum strength of the army at 140,000 
nen and an average of 12,530 offi- 
cers for the next year. 

The committee is anderstood to have 
virtually decided that ropriations 
for the pay of only 133. men will 
be made in the bill. The maximum 
of 140,000 was set to permit recruit- 
ing to that figure to meet any abnor- 
mal expiration of enlistments. It was 
explained that although the appropria- 
tion provided for only 133, enlist- 
ed men, the actual enlisted strength 
may vary upward to the maximum 
or may fall below the minimum as 
conditions require, or compel. Under 
present law the army is allowed a 
maximum of 150,000 enlisted men, 
while the actual personnel March 30 
numbered 141,700, exclusive of the 
7,000 Philippine scouts, a ‘strength 
which witnesses at the committee 
hearing declared was the “safe mini- 
mum.“ a 

Senate leaders said that undoubted- 
iy the subcommittee “compromise” be- 
tween the house figure of 115,000 and 
the present authorized strength of 
150.000 would have many supporters 
when the appropriations measure 
reached the senate floor, but they 
added that there are known advocates 
of the smaller as well as the 150,000 
size army among the senators.

Is Personal One, 


Declares White 


Well -Known Commentator 
Says Party Shibboleths Do 
Not Attract Pinchot. 


BY WILLIAM ALLEN WHITE. 

Emporia, Kan., May 18.—The vic- 
tory of Gifford Pinchot in the Penn- 
sylvania primaries is largely a per- 
sonal victory. Yet his enemies must 
not read too much persnoality into 
it. The kind of a personality Pinchot 
projected into the campaign is a part 
of the victory. . He offered to the 
Pennsylvania republicans an _ honest 


man, a brave man, a man of the cru- 
sader type, upon whom party obliga- 
tions rest lightly, and for whom party 


-| slogans, shibboleths and party bigotry 


have no attractions whatever. He 
came to them this spring as he came 
to them as a senatorial candidate in 
1914, when they rejected him with 
ardent enthusiasm. And they ac- 
cepted him. He has not ‘changed. 
Pennsylvania republicans have 
anged. 

But the narrow margin by which 
he won indicates that they have not 
changed entirely. About half of them 
are willing to accept the old order. 
Only as the nomination of Pinchot is 
read in the light of the triumph of 
Beveridge in Indiana can the Penn- 
sylvania result hold any national sig- 
nificance.. And even then, it is too 
soon to say that the two may not 
be gporadic occurrences. At the most, 
they are waves which seem to indi- 
cate the first faint turning of the 
tide. They surely are not a ground 
swell, 

Ten-Year Tide. 

The tide which rose to its full in 
1912 was ten years in developing. It 
began with the early years of the 
Roosevelt leadership, and even with 
all of the pull of his vigorous person- 
ality it came slowly. It developed La 
Follette, Dolliver, Murdock and Had - 
om J in the early years of the first dec- 
ade of the century, overwhelming 
Cantion’s leadership, then raging in 
defiant 1 — of Aldrich and 
Taft, and finally roaring in fury with 
the bull moose storm. This had sub- 
sided so greatly in 1914 that the very 
leaders were cast out, so in 1916, 
when Roosevelt suggested Lodge as 
a presidential candidate, the tide was 
at its ebb. 

It is foolish to say now that the 
tide has turned. But the victories of 
Beveridge and Pinchot are worth con- 
sidering. If other progressive vic- 
tories shall follow those in Indiana 
and Pennsylvania, it will be fair to 
hope that the inwash of idealism in 
the republican party is showing gen- 
uine signs of return, ö 

Win Be Good Fighting. 

If Michigan, for instance, repu- 
diates the Newberry scandal, and the 
holy show which denounced him and 
then accepted him in the senate last 
winter, then we may reasonably feel 
that the wave of reaction has begun 
‘its ebb, It may take ten years to 
change the control of the republican 
party as it took twenty vears ago. 
But the ten years will be full of 
events. It will be good fighting and 
a grand and happy time. In the 
meanwhile it is too early to rejoice. 
It will not be well for progressives to 
begin cracking their heels together 
and speaking their real minds about 
the bosses. Not yet. Two waves, 
however they may wallop the. sand, 
however far ashore they may sem to 
be throwing their hungry tongues, do 
not,. after all, make a tide. Let us, 
therefore. emulate B’rer Rabbit and 
the Tar-Baby who, in the: moment of 
a triumphs “lay low and say nuf- 
in'.“

Seattle, Wash., May 18.—Pardons 
are being sought for the seven al- 
leged I. W. W.’s convicted of murder 
in the Centralia. Washington, fiots on 


Armistice day, 1919, on the grounds 
that the defendants were innocent. 
The northwest defense committee, 
organized to save the alleged murder- 
ers from being “railroaded,” claims to 
possess affidavits from W. Inman 
and E. Seweitzer, trial jurrors, declar- 
ing they were practically coerced into 
voting forconviction for second degree 
murder and that they would not have 
done so had they not feared to “hang” 
the jury and thereby allow possible 
convictions and death penalties in a 
second trial. 

Scweitzer and Inman, according to 
the defense committees, believed the 
defendants were not guilty. Three 
other members of the jury, it is claim- 
ed, Lave verbally agreed with the 
statements in the affidavits. 

It is charged that one member of the 
jury asserted during the deliberations 
that “every one of them is guilty and 
ought to be hung no matter what the 
evidence shows.” 
Two members of she American Le- 
gion were killed in the Armistice day 
parade, The prosecution alleged the 
defendants had fired on them from the 
Centralia I. W. W. headquarters, The 
defense alleged the parade was headed 
for the I. W. W. headquarters as if 
for a “lynching bee,” and the case has 
assumed many charactetistics of the 
Tom Mooney and Sacco-Vanzetti cases.

“GEORGIA’S UNFORTUNATES, 
The people of Georgia, as a 

whole, do not realize what they 

have in the state asylum for the 


insane at Milledgeville. Indeed, 
one cannot imagine its significance 
and magnitude until he has had 
the very interesting, though grue- 
some, experience of visiting the in- 
stitution and making a study of the 
unfortunates there at variance with 
society. : 

The state is now spending about 
one-fifth of its total revenue for 
upkeep and maintenance of its in- 
stitution for the insane. Probably 
as much more is spent in criminal 
and juvenile courts, reformatories 
and poor houses for crimes result- 
ing directly from insanity and fee- 


blemindedness, for reforming and 
protecting those who, on account 
of mental diseases; have become a 
menace to society or are rendered 
incapable of supplying themselves 
with the bare necessaries of exist- 
ence. 

At present there are about 6,000 
inmates at the state sanitarium, 
being cared for by the state. A 
large per cent of these, perhaps as 
high as 10 per cent, are feeblemind- 
ed, that is, individuals mentally de- 
ficient from birth and usually born 
of feebleminded parents. Accord- 
ing to a member of the medical 
staff of the institution, at least 6 
per cent of cases coming under ob- 
servation of the institution have 
mental troubles directly traceable 
to social diseases. As many more 
cases are due to conditions easily 
correctéd, and probably a majority 
of cases are due to conditions 
which could be ted by proper 
education and legislation. 

As a matter of social and eco- 
nomic welfare the public is inter- 
ested in the causes and remedies 
for these conditions. It is time we 
were learning that evils cannot be 
eliminated by treating their re- 
sults. Regardless of how elaborate 
and how nearly id-al our asylums, 
courts and poor houses are, they 
bring no direct influence to bear 
on the real causes. Georgia is to 
be commended for maintaining an 
ideal insane institution operated by 
a most proficient personnel, but 
does she act wisely in not taking 
further steps for the prevention 
and eradication of this evil? 
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eral undesirability as the mother 
of a household. 

If all these accusations be true, 
our young college folks are cer- 
tainly in a bad way. Poor things! 
But, fortunately, the college folk of 
this rapid age are challenging such 
statements; and there are enough 
seriously-thinking people of the 
world to back them up. We ask 
you sincerely: Do you think mil- 
I ns and millions of dollars would 
be spent annually for collegiate 
purposes if parents really thought 
that colleges were giving their 
darlings such returns for their 
money? No, they would not. It is 
self-evident on the face of it. Nor 
would the leading thinkers of the 
country indorse education, nor cam- 
paign in its behalf, if they did not 
believe in its merits. 

“Then, why do some people go 
“hog-wild” over the statements of 
Mr. Thomas A. Edison, our ac- 
knowledge great scientist and in- 
ventor, when he publishes some few 
statistics that tend to disapprove 
the practicability of the collegian? 
Just because Mr. Edison stated 
that a selected group of college 
students failed to answer correctly 
a certain percentage of a group of 
selected questions is no slam on 
the collegian’s intelligence. Any 
admitted universal leader of the 
world’s thought might fail in these 
questions, but that would not be 
anything to his discredit. A man 
that is specializing in one line as 
Mr. Edison is in that of science, is 
supposed to be an artist in it, and 
the college man holds equally as 
strong that he knows the line in 
which he is specializing. And fur- 
ther, to be justly fair with all con- 
cerned, Mr. Edison failed to state 
to the public that college men 
wrote the scientific text-books 
which he has mastered, and that 
college men in his employment 
compiled the questions which he 
claimed proved the general incom- 
pentency of the college student. 

So the college student of. the 
present age believes he has a side 
on the question. The day of the ad- 
dicted bookworm and all-theory col- 
lege student is a thing of ancient 
history; the change is growing con- 
stantly‘toward the practical things 
of which the world is made. The 
college student, man or woman, can 
be soldier, statesman, capitalist, 
farmer, author or what-not as the 
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the interests of the country protect- 
ed. To do this, no one political 
party that makes this a party meas- 
ure can hope to succeed. There 
must be the greatest amount of co- 
operation that is possible. The na- 
tion at large is affected and in- 
terested. Then surely co-operation 
is the most practical and efficient 
method of framing a new tariff 
bill. 

Protection is desired, but not pro- 
tection for a few, and injury to 
many. Under the proposed bill, the 
president will have the power to 
discriminate at will; and big busi- 
ness, with his suport, will be the 
chief beneficiaries. Little business, 
without his support, will pay the 
price, and the little business man 
is entitled to protection just as is; 
the big business man, whether he 
be a democrat or a republican. The

has as much right to protection as 
the big wheat farmer of the north 
or west. 

Protection must be for all. There 
must not be any discrimination. 
Tariff must be for the general in- 
terests of the country, not for a sec- 
tion. The contro] of tariff meas- 
ures should be in the hands of the 
government, not vested in one man. 
Tariff measures should be framed 
by co-operation, and not by a small | 
dominating political group for: 
political purposes and the pro- 
tection of the country as a whole

LESSON NO. 46—-STATIC ELECTRICITY. 

During the summer when the atmosphere is warm, the interference 
static charges of electricity with sensitive receiving sets is often so 
pronounced as to entirely prevent the reception of radio signals. The 
terifying lightning flash is the result of an accumulation of small static 
charges into one gigantic charge which possesses so much energy that it 
is enabled to break down the air gap between cloud.and ground; and 
discharge this enormous amount of power with its millions of volts 


Not all lightning discharges reach , 
proportion of these flashes take place from cloud to cloud, but the re- 
sultant effect in any event is the emission of electric waves which are 
reproduced by induction in the sensitive receiving: sets. The induced 
current produces a sharp or grinding crackle and snap, which causes 
serious interferences with the reception of radio signals. 

It has been estimated that the voltage of a lighting flash in the 
clouds is in the vicinity of fifty million volts and in the case of large 
thunder clouds may reach a potential as high as a hundred million volts. 

Many intricate circuits and complex arrangements have been de- 
signed to offset the effect of static interference in commercial radio

Miller and 
two other men cleaning and oiling 
revolvers in the Miller flat a few 
hours before Lieutenant Lyons and 
Patrolman Clarke were shot and 


killed. . 
Suspects Arrested, 


Two men arrested as suspects in 
an Ohio village: and another taken 
in Wilkes-Barre, Pa., are reported 
to be on the way here under guard 
for examination. One of these men, 
according to the police, is Joseph 
Bangora, who was acquitted a month 
ago when charged with bombing Chi- 
eago laundries, after it had been tes- 
tified that he accompanied gangsters 
on.numerous bombing trips. The 
names of the other two were not 
disclosed. 

“Floater” Stanley and Charles 
“Slim” Daudzauskis, are the two men 
named by Miller as his companioms 
on the night of the police murders, 
the authorities deciare. Both have 
police records as gunmen. 


To Protect Se’ves. 


Neither the confessions of Mr. or 
Mrs. Miller contained any evidence 
against the labor leaders under. in- 
dictment for the murder, including 
“Big Tim” Murphy, Fred “Frenchy” 
Mader and “Con” Shea, the police 
admit, and Miller claims he did not 
know what their mission was when 
he drove his companions out to Jack- 
son boulevard. e authorities say, 
however, that the Millers are merely 
trying to protect themselves, and that 
their home had been a resort and an 
arsenal for the labor bomberg and 
gunmen for months. 

Daudzauskig was the man who shot 
and killed both policemen, according 
to the police version of Miller’s con- 
ession. 

Additional police guards were re- 
eruited Thursday for duty in and 
around all buildings being constructed 
under the Landis award, as a precau- 
tion against further bombing and ar- 
son attacks.

Hearing on Business 
Methods of Steel Cor- 


porations Is Opened in 
New York by Committee. 


a 


New York, May 18.—The business 
methods of twelve steel corporations, 
including the Bethlehem and Lacka- 
wanna interests recently merged, are 
nuw under investigation by the Lock- 
wood committee, which is endeavor- 
ing to discover whether there are any 
grounds for suspicion of price fixing; 

Edmund A. S. Clarke, president of 
the Consolidated Steel corporation, 
an export organization which handles 
the foreign business of the Bethle- 
hom, Lackawanna, Cambria, Youngs- | 


town Steel and Tube, Midvale and 
other large steel concerns, was the 
first witness called before the inves- 
tigating committee. 

Olarke, who for fourteen years 
headed the Lackawanna Steel com- 
pany, testified that his corporation 
had been formed to pool the export 
business of the companies associated 
in an agreement, and that $2,470,000 
in stock had been issued, pro-rated 
to members of the pool on the basis 
of their ingot capacity. 

The witness admitted that stéel is 
occasionally sold at a lower price 
abroad than is quoted in the United ei 
States, “as necessity dictated.” 

Every product of the twelve con- 
cerns, Clarke said, was sold through 
his organization. The Consolidated 
is not operated for profit, but a 5 
per cent tax is imposed on the gross 
foreign business done by members, 
to cover the cost of operation. 

During 1921, Clarke testified, there 
was a great demand for steel prod- 
ucts, but the Uni States Steel cor- 
poration held to prices it had pre- 
viously fixed. 

When the question was asked why 
the Consolidated had accepted orders 
in many cases at a much higher price 
than the United States Steel corpore- 
tion was asking, Clarke replied that 
the Consolidated was in a position to 
make better deliveries than the other 
erganization. 

At the close of the session, Samuel 
Untermeyer demanded that the presi- 


dent of the Lackawanna Steel com- 


pany produce the draft of the pro- 
posed agreement under which his 
company will be merged with the 
Bethlehem.

New York, May 18.—The cotton 
market was less active today and 
prices showed increased irregularity. 
An early decline was followed by ral- 
lies which carried October contracts 
up fo 20.37, but prices eased off again 
Owing to better weather reports, with 
that delivery selling down to 20.01, 
or 16 points net lower. October 
closed at 20.17 with the general mar- 
ket closing steady, net 12 points low- 
er to 14 points higher. There were 
64 May notices reported, but May 
contracts were relatively firm and 
closed 100 ‘points above July. 

The market opened steady at an 
advance of 3 points to a decline of 
13 points with active months show- 
ing net losses of about 8 to 17 points 
right after the call under scattering 
liquidation and some southern selling. 
Liverpool was a good buyer at the 
decline, while there were also re- 
ports of an improving spot demand 
and trade interests were moderate 
buyers of new crop months. 

This led to rallies during the mid- 
dle of the morning which carried 
the active positions 14 to 20 points 
net higher, with May selling at 21.41, 
July at 20.54 and December at 20. 26. 

The detailed weather reports show- 
ing little or no precipitation in the 
southwest and rather general but 
light rains in eastern® belt sections 
were considered favorable, however, 
and the market was easier during the 
afternoon under local, Wall street 
and western selling, presumably in 
liquidation of long accounts. May 
held relatively steady on the reports 
of an improved spot demand, and 
closed with 3 points of the best.

the operation of such a law would be 
Infair and inequitable; that it would 
work @ great and unnecessary hard- 
ship on the established manufacturing 
industries of the state; that many 
small but growing incustries would be 
compelled to discontinue and that the 
establishment of new manufacturing 
plants would be discouraged. 

“We believe that commercial and 
financial institutions of the state are 
largely dependent for their prosperity 
upon the manufacturing industries 
and that for the general good of the 
state such industries should be foster- 
ed and encouraged. . 

“Statistics show that there has been 
a steady and an alarming decline ‘in 
the value of egriculture products in 
our state and in view of this fact 
it becomes vital that our people should 
have the opportunity of earfing a live- 
litood utilizing the raw materials 
with which the creator has so gener- 
ously endowed our state. 

“Further, we are convinced that the 
operation of similar income tax laws 
in other states have proven disappoint- 
ing and disturbing. 

„We believe that the present consti- 
tution under which the people of 
Georgia have grown prosperous pro- 
vides all necessary machinery for the 
levying and collelction of revenue and 
that by the application of business. 
methods in the collection and expen- 
diture of such revenue the state can 
be placed on a sound financial basis.”

Some of the finest hosiery in the 
world is made in Griffin. Much of 
our wearing apparel is made right 
here in Atlanta, if we would only 
buy it. 

“The aim of the campaign is to ad- 
vance the manufacturing interests 
and industrial development of Geor- 
gia, to aid this association in its 
work. I am sure that you will co- 
operate with us in this work and fol- 
low out its plans and boost for Geor- 
gia products generally.” 

Value of Good Roads, 

The value of good roads and the 
advance in road construction that 
will follow the adoption of the pro- 
posed $75,000,000 road bond issue 
was emphasized by Judge Howard, 
who asked members of the associa- 
tion to co-operate with backers of 
the movement. 

“Good roads are necessary to the 
proper industrial development of the 
state,’ declared Judge Howard. “No 
one realizes that better than you man- 
ufacturers“ do. The proposed road 
bond issue is a business proposition 
and by it the state can obtain all of 
the federal aid for road building. 
Every organization in the state is 
backing the bond issue. The county 
commissioners indorsed it at the 
Bainbridge convention. 

“No income tax will be required 
to pay off the bond issue under the 

rovisions it carries. I think this 
bond proposal is the most important 
issue that has confronted the people 
of Georgia for fifty years. It is far 
more important than the proposed 

urchase of the A., B. & A. railroad, 
if adopted it will mean road building 
in Georgia that will soon put the 
state highways on equality with the 
best roads in the United States. 

‘The prosperity of Georgia in large 
measure depends on the linking to- 
gether of the great highways of the 
state, and this can be done if the 
road bond issue is adopted.” 

Immediately before the convention 
adjeurned a motion was introduced 
and passed thanking Mrs. Wing and 
the other speakers for their kindness 
in addressing the convention. An- 
other motion, passed unanimously, 
thanked the Atlanta newspapers for 
space “so freely given to the proceed- 


ings and the speeches of the conven- 
tion.“ 


Thursday Morning Session, 

The leading address of the Thurs- 
day morning session was by Dr. Gus 
W. Dyer, professor in Vanderbilt uni- 
versity, Nashville, Tenn., who empha- 
sized to the business men that they 
should enter into politics and take 
the rule of the government out of the 
hands of “demogogues, bosses and 
grafters.” Dr. Dyer made an impas- 
sioned plea for better and more busi- 
nesslike government, and his message 
received the hearty commendation of 
President Baker and the entire con- 
vention, which gave him a rising vote 
of th at the conclusion of his 
Address. 

Dr. Dyer traced the American gov- 
ernment from its beginning, when it 
was founded by agricultural property 
holders, with southerners, such as 
Washington, Jefferson and Madison 
at its head, who believed in govern- 
ment “for the people by the strong 
and capable men of the nation.” He 
said that as long as this aim was ad- 
hered to we had a “good and great 


government,” and all of the people 
took more itnerest in politics than in 


any other one thing. 

He said the decline came after the 
industrial revolution, brought about 
by the introduction of steam, and 
people began living in cities, and busi- 
ness men began to neglect politics. 
He declared that business men 
thought it “did not pay to devote 
their time to politics,” and the result 
was that “the demagogue, the boss 
‘and the grafter came into control.” 

The Present Situation. 

“Now the country is controlled by 
these men, elected by voters, the ma- 
jority of whom own no property. 
Capable leadership is the thing most 
needed of all things today, and we 
will never get such leadership until 
men like you get out and fight for 
it,” declared Dr. Dyer. The govern- 
ment is constantly threatened vy or- 

nized and hostile minorities. Every 

usiness man should engage in poli- 
tics every day in the year, and drive 
the demagogue, the boss and the 
grafter out of power and keep them 
out. Just engaging in — to pass 
or defeat one or two bills in the legis- 
lature or in congress each year will 
not help the country as a whole. Men 
like you owe more to the country than 
the ge man, and it is your duty 
to give more to the welfare of the 
nation.” 

S. J. Slate, a member of the Geor- 
gia industrial commission, gave a 
talk on Workmen's Compensation,” 
and asked the co-operation of the as- 
sociation on the details of this work.

States, declared that the country “at 
this very moment is on the threshold 

that business is re- 
3 “couratry is finding 
The government,” he said, 
“was greatly interested in restoration 
of normal world business and eco- 
nomic conditions,” and he added that 
there was no disposition on its part 
to hold aloof from other nations. 
American industry, however, he said, 
should not be destroyed to build up 
commerce of other lands. 

The president declared there was no 
one constructive thought in the mind 
of the administration at the present 
time, which took rank over that of a 

ire to establish firmly and success- 
ally an American merchant marine. 
He doubted, he said, if the world war 
would have occurred had the United 
States possessed a merchant marine 
commensurate with its commercial 
importance. 

‘If there is any one realization,” 
he said, “which fixes itself more firm- 
ly than ano in the mind of one 
charged with great responsibility, it 
is the conviction that the business 
life of the republic is the reflex of 
all its good fortunes. I think I can 
venture tO say that commerce and 
civilization go hand in hand; and 
were it not for commerce there would 
be no civilization. . . 

Commercial Influence. ä 

From the viewpoint of one in au- 
thority, and having responsibility, 
comes another consideration. Com- 
merce finds its place in all our con- 
siderations. Undoubtedly it had much 
to do with the bringing about of the 
world war, and I think I can say, 
just as confidently, that it was never 
once forgotten in the negotiation of 
peace, It is so inextricably associated 
with all we do that commerce is al- 
ways foremost in the life of any 
people. 

“We in America—I am sure it is 
not unseemly to say it—are commer- 
cially a great people, and we ought 
to be. God blessed us most bounti- 
fully. in resources. In the citizen- 
ship of this republic is the blend of 
every people in the world, almost, and 
I like to say I believe we are unex- 
celled in genius, we are incomparable 
in our industry, and we have the tal- 
ent and the determination—the right- 
eous determination—to be commer- 
cially one of the foremost nations of 
the world. 

“While I am speaking very briefly, 
I wish to speak, ladies and gentlemen, 
for a commerce with a conscience. 


For Conscience. 


“If I were to bring only one ad- 
monition to you I would like to 
charge you men and women of in- 
fluence and responsibility with the 
task of eliminating from American 
commerce who do not have con- 
science, whose conscienceless practices 
bring that criticism which sometimes 
attends our American activities. 

“Something has been said, and I 
think opportunely said, that we want 
a period in America with less gov- 
ernment in business and more busi- 
ness in government. the commerce 
of America were always con- 
scientious, there would never be a 

gle excuse for government in 
American business. f 

“There is not an agency m Ameri- 
can life which cannot so quickly put 
an end to abuses and offenses in 
American commerce as those who are 
conspicuous in the leadership of that 
commerce, 


Think for Mass. ; 
_ “It will not do to pursue the ge- 
tivities with which we Americans are 
so eminently connected without a 
mindfulness of 
Commerce cannot be adjusted 
to the fortunes of the captains of in- 
dustry: There must always be a 
thought of the great mass without

“And I beg to remind you that the 
great world war; like every other 
war which p it, but more 
notably the great world war, because 
of its incalculable immensity, has 
left a state-of human affairs quite 
different from any that ever 
it.
